and go into the deepest slumber I can 
reach. Wicked waste of time, this try- 
ing to scale the unscalable and fathom 
the unfathomable while the nations 
want the bread of life, and to be told 
how they can get rid of their sins and 
their sorrows. Why should you and I 
perplex ourselves about the decrees of 
God? Mind your own business, and 
God will take care of His. In the con-

rant that nothing which occurred eight 
hundred quintillion of years ago will 
hinder you a minute. It is not the 
decrees of God that do us any harm; it 
is Our own decrees of sin and folly.

You 
see this is the year 1889. Christ died 
about 33 years of age. You subtract 
33 from the year 1889 and that makes 
it only 1856 years.

Something occurred 
on that day under an eclipsed sun that 
sets us all forever free, if with 
our whole heart and life we 
accept the tremendous _ proffer.
